ARMED WITH INJUNCTIONS 
Police Act To Quell Teamster Strike 


PH ILA D ELPH IA (U PI) - Po- 
lice, armed with a court injunc­ 
tion, began quelling an incendi­ 
ary wildcat strike by the T e am ­ 
sters union with wholesale a r ­ 
rests today while escorting food­ 
laden trucks through the city 
under heavy guard. 


A total of 57 pickets were a r ­ 
rested—all on contempt of court 
charges— when they refused to 
disperse at various points in the 
city .In addition, 17 officials of 
the 12,000 - m em ber Team sters 


union local 107 were ordered to 
appear before Judge Leo Wein- 
rott today to face possible con­ 
tempt citations. 


Appearance of the team sters 
before Judge Weinrott was de­ 
layed early this afternoon as po­ 
lice encountered 
difficulty 
in 
clearing pickets from in front 
of City Hall. Judge 
Weinrott 
was expected to act on the a r­ 
rests later this afternoon. 
The wildcat walkout was a 
protest against involved griev­ 


ance procedures in the national 
contract negotiated by the inter­ 
national 
union. 
The 
strikers 
vowed they would not return to 
work until four men fired at a 
Northeast 
Philadelphia 
truck, 
terminal 
are 
reinstated. 
The 
four were dismissed two weeks 
ago for refusing to unload a 
truck at a platform under con­ 
ditions they said were danger­ 
ous'. 


There were several incidents 
of minor vandalism during the 


night as police stationed heavy 
concentrations of patrolmen at 
critical truck terminals. Flying 
squads of patrolmen raced to 
other points to break up demon­ 
strations 
or to prevent truck 
drivers from being threatened 
or injured. 


All police leaves and days off 
were cancelled and patrolmen 
were put on 12 hour shifts to 
ensure sufficient protection for 
any truck driver who wanted to 
move his vehicle in the city. An

The police crackdown was or­ 
dered by Mayor Jam es H. J . 
Tate after wholesale food m er­
